Russians R dicule Reports That Port 


A rthur Has Fallen. 
St. Petersburg. March 16.—In the 
highest official quarter inform ation is 
gdven out that there is absolutely no 
foundation for the rum ors persistent­ 
ly sent out from Tokio that the Rus­ 
sians are abandoning Port Arthur. 
“It is the veriest nonsense,” said the 
official in question. 
"Nothing has oc­ 
curred there to w arrant such reports. 
The Japanese fleet has not been seen 
for forty-eight hours. 
The motive of 
the government at Toklo in spreading 
this story is probably to influence pub­ 
lic feeling In Japan for the purpose of 
creating enthusiasm while a war loan 
is being floated.” 
The newspapers here m anifest the 
greatest indignation over the report, 
the Boerse Gazette characterizing it 
as outrageous and a British invention. 
A ttention is redirected to the order of 
the day Issued by Lieut. Gen. Stoessel, 
commander at Port A rthur, In which 
he declared that that place would nev­ 
er be surrendered as representing the 
Russian position. 
Relative to this 
point a m ilitary officer said: 
“This 
mere statem ent carries its own refu­ 
tation, unless we m eant to beat an 
Ignoble retreat all along the line.

This reverse .vas due to the prohibi­ 
tion by Mr. W yndham. chief secretary 
for Ireland. 011 rhe teaching of Gaelic 
in the junior grades of the Irish n a­ 
tionalist schools. 
Mr. Balfour, though 
defeated by a m ajority of eleven on 
this question does not regard the vote 
as one of w ant of confidence and he 
will not resign on the account. 
His 
determ ination 
not 
to

was 
strengthened by the fact that shortly 
after the foregoing defeat he w as able 
to secure a m ajority of twenty-five. 
The failure of the governm ent to 
carry the house with it on a question
